Texation in New York,

The New York legiclature has
tackled the knotty question of tax-
ation. A joint committee of both
hounses have snbmitted an elaborate
repcort on the subject, and, strange,
to eay, the report is unanimous
the committee rejected a proposi-
tion for local option in taxation,
but favored a tax on ail mort-
ZagaE,

They think it will b nnwice to
abolish the general property tax at
once, though they believe that re—
sult can be attained at no distant
day.

The committee believe that the
tax on mortgages could be made
to take in large part the place of
all other taxes. A tax of ouneshalf
of one per cent. on all real estate
mortgages they consider an ideal
tax. As mortgzages are a matter
of record, this tsx could not be
evaded and the committee think
the low rate it sngges's wonld
make mortgages a favorite invest-
ment by reason of lower taxation
and that it would have a tendency
to reduce the rateof interest.

The committee go a long way in
their recommendationsas to the
abolition of all taxes on general
property, real and perzonal, They
would supply the revenue that now
comes from this scurce by taxes on
corporations, inheritances, mort-
gages, etc, as ia now done in
Penpsylvania, and to a large des

zree in Connecticut.

'I'he committee oppose the in-
come tax, for which several of the
leading New York newspapers
have been contending so earnestly.
It wonld also exempt from taxa«
tion deposits in savings banks.
The report is decidedly radieal in
its nature, and there is little likli-
hood that all its suggestions will be
adopted. In New York, as elses
where, the question of how taxa-
tion can be made most equitable
is a mixed cne.—Atlanta Jour-
nal.

Collission On The Fair
Grounds Switch Back.

Young adies C ruelly Injured. An aw-
ful Accident to the Scholars of St
Mary's School. Full Details of the Sad
Aftair.

The happy and beauntifil Easter
season was raothless.y breoken in
upon yesterday by a terrible
and 2lmost tragic disaster.

Aboat halfspast 10 o’clock yes-
terday morning a courier
came dashing in tothe city from the
State tuir grounde, and brought
the news that there had been a
heart rending accident there.

A large number ol the young la-
dies of St. Mary’s echool, accoms
panicd by Dr. Smedes and some of
the teachers, were enjoying & holi=
day at the fair grounds, their prin-
cipal pastime being the switch-
back.

There were probahly fifty young
ladies on the grounds, mostly the
juvenile scholars, including many
of the little daughters of onr best
konown citizens. They were riding
on the switchsback and havinz a
happy frolic, with merry childish
laughter ringing out in the beanti-
ful morning sun-light.

A TERRIFIC CRASH,

All at once the innocent glee
wae turned into heartspiercing
ecreams of agony. The two cars
of the switch-back had collided
while both were ranuning at a ters
rible velocity and nearly a dozen
maimed and stouned little girls
were hurled out npon tke iron
tracks aud upon the ground, where
they lay in helpless agony, cruelly
cut and mangled by the splintered
wreckage of the smashed cars.

BEVEN BADLY HURT,

Those who rushed to the rescue
gaw as many as eeven of the innow=
cent little girls lying in a state of
Lelpless injury, some of them
maimed for life, aud probably ae
irany more were badly hurt.

Among those who were injured
were as follows :

Miss Mable Green, danghter of
Col. Wharton J, Green, of Fays
etteville, had one limb broken, and
the other badly i1 jured, possibly
fractured.

Little Fiorence Boylan, danghter
ot Mr. James Boylan of this eity,
had bher face crushed in above the
nose, and snstained the most seri-
oue injury f any of the belpless
victims,

Little Aonie Root, daughter of
Mr. Charles Root, of this city, had
one limb breken.

Little Addie Snow, daughter ot
Mr, Geo. H. Snow, wss badly hurt,
sustaining internal injuries,

Miss Patterson, 13 ycarsold, was
badly brnieed and rendered help-
less by her injuries, but no bones
were broken.

Dr., Smedes’ two little twin
daughters, who eat on Lhe front seat
of one of the cars were terribly
hurt. One of the iittle girls had
cneor poesibly both limbe broken
and the other snstzined serions in-
juries.

Mi.s Adelle Mort.naire, of
Georgia, was severely bruised and
eut, but no bones were broken.

At latest accouunts last night the
condition of the sufferers was in
each case as fayorable as could be
expected. Little Florence Boylan
probably sustained the most serious
injuries and her case was considered
the least hopefa'. It was, hows
eyer, thought last night that if she
survived the night her condition
would be less precarious. The
Misses Smedes were doing weil as
was also little Annie Root. Addie
Snow’s injuries are not now cone
eidered serious and she iz doing
well.  Miss Green was also doing
as well as conld be expected under
the circumstances and the condi-
tion of all is hopeful.

At midnight the condition of
Fiorence Boylan was very low and
the possibilities for her survival
were considered very doubtful, Ooe
of Mr. Smedes’ danghters who has
been unconscious ever since the ac-
cident is thought to haye concus~
sion of the brain.

PROGRAMME OF THE I;EVIEW-

Secretary Herbert Gives the Move-
ment of ths Flsets.

The Washington Pos/ announces
that the Secretary of the Navy has
decided upon the official pro-
gramme of the review of the Unix
ted States and foreign ships of war
which by act of Congress wiil take
place in New York Harbor on the
27th inst,

The menso~war will be anchored
in two columns, extending from
Twentyssixth street up North
river, the foreign ships on the New
York side. While the Dolphin,
carrying the President of the Unis
ted States is passing between the
columns, that portion of North
river, between the American eol-
umne and the New York shore
will be closed, and all traffic and
passage suspended. After the Dol~
phin has anchored at the head of
the line veseels of all kinds may
circle arcund the fleet, going ups
on the New Jersey side of the
river, but the passage between tLiLe
two columns will be closed until

the President has landed from the
Dolphin and the review thereby
terminated.

The President and members of
his cabinet will be received on
board the Dolphin at 10:30 a. m.
off Twentysthird street, North
river. The Dolphin will then
get nnder way, and, followed by
the Coast Survey steamer DBlake
and the steamer Monmouth, will
preceed up the river between the
columns of United States and for-
eign men—of-war. The Blak: will
carry the members of the Diplon
matic Corpe, the Monmonth the
Jndges of the Supreme Court, Sen—
ators and Representatives of the
United States. and Governors of
States accompanied by one stafl
officer, No other invitations will
be issued for the review.

The Dolghin proceeding between
the columans will as she pasies the
various ehips be saluted with the
booors laid down by inter—
national treaties due to the chief
of state, and arriving at the head
of the colan.ne will anchor bes
tween them. The Blake will an-
chor at the head of the foreign,
and the Monmonth of the Ameri~
can column.

The flag officers and the cap-
tains of the men-ofswar will then
be received on board of the D.l-
phin, and be presented to the
President of the United States,
who will entertaia them at laoch,
Lunch will at the same time be
seryed on the Blake and Mons
mouth to the gneit on board.

The review will terminate by
the return of the Dolphin, Blake
and Monmonth through the lines,
and when the President’s flag is
hanled down from the Dolphin it
will be saluted with twentysone
guns by all of the menwof-war
present. _

Invitations for the United States
officials designated will shortly be
issned and upon their .cceptance
cards will be sent admitting thenr,
accomparied by one lady each, to
the Mammouth. .
